Destruction of the Inquisition in 
Spain. 


In 1809, Col Lehmanowsky was attached to 
the part of Napolcon’s army which was stationed 
at Madnd And while in that city saul Col L, 1 
used to speak freely among the people what I thot 
of the Priests and Jesuits, und of the Inquisition — 
It had been decreed by the Emperor ra agate 
that the Ingusition and Monastertesshould be sup- 
pressed, but the decree was not executed Months 
had passed away, and the pricons of the Inquisition 
had not been opened One nirt, about 10 or 11 
oclock, as he was walking one of the streets of 
Madrid, two armed men sprang upon him from an 
alley, and made a furious attack. He instantly 
drew his sword, put hinself in a posture of defence, 
and while straggling with them, ue saw, at a dis- 
tarce, tue lighteof the patroles He railed to them 
in French, and, as they hastened to his assistance, 
the assailants took to their heels and escaped, not, 
however, b fore he saw by their dress that they be 
lunged to the guards of the Inquisition 

He went immediately to Marshal Soult, then 
governor of Madrid, told him what had taken place, 
and reminded him of the de ree to suppress this in- 
stitutiua Marshal soult replied that he might go 
and destroy it Col L told him that his regiment 
was not sufficient for such a sery ce, bu fhe would 
give him two additional regiments, he would un- 
dertake the work One of the regiments was un- 
der the command of Col De Lite, who os now, hke 
Col L, & mimister of the gospel, and pastor of an 
evangelical church in Marseilles France The 
troops required were granted, and I proceeded, ‘said 
Co!)

While thus engaged, a soldier who was striking 
with the butt of hiu musket, struck aspring, and the 
marble slab flew up Then the faces of the In. 
quisitors grew pale as Belshazzar when the bands 
writing appeared on the wail, they trembled aif 
over Beneath tho marble slab, now partly up, 
there was a statr-case [ stepped to the altar and 
took from the candlestick one of the candles four 
feet ın length, which was burning, that I mught ex, 
plore the room below As I wag doing this, I was 
arrested by one of the Inquisitors, who laid his hand 
gently on my arm, and, w'th a very demure and 
holy look, said, “My son, you must not take those

light on imquity, Iwill bear the responsibility!” 
I took the candle and proceeded down the satair- 
case As we reached the foot of the stairs, we on- 
tered a large square room, which was called the 
Halt of Judgment In the centre of 1t wag a lar 

block, and a chain fastened to it. On this they had 
been accustomed to place the accused, chuined to 
his scat. On one sige of the room was an elevated 
teat, called the Lhrone of Judgment This the Ine 
quisitor General occupied, and ou either side wera 
seats less elevated, for the holy fathers when en- 


gaged im the solemn business of the Holy Ingus- 
bon 


From this room wo proceeded to the nght, and 
obta:ued access to small cells, extending the entira 
length of the edifice, aud here such ‘aight were 
presented as we hoped 3 over to see agam ' 

These cells were places of solitary coufinement, 
where the wretehed objects of inquisitorial bate 
were confined year after year, ull death releared 
them of their sufferiags, and there their bodies wero 
suffered to remain until they were entirely decayed, 
and the rooms had become fit for others to Occupy 
To prevent this becoming offensive to those who 
occupred the Inquis tien, there were flues or tubes 
extending to the open air, sufficiently Capacioua to 
carty offthe odor In thi se cells we found the ree 
mains of some who had paid tho debt of nature, 
some of them had been dead apparently but a short 
time, while of others nothing remained but their 
bones, still chained to the floor of their dungeon 

In other cells we found living sufferers of both 
sexes—-and of every age, from three score years 
and ten down to fourteen or fifteen years—all na- 
hed as when born into the world! end allin ct ara’ 
Here were old men and aged x omen, who had 
been shut up for many years" Here too were the 
u. ddle aged, and the young man and the maiden 
of tourteen veare old The soldiers unmediately 
Went to work to release these captives from their

Friend Blain—I was greeted this morn- 
ing, with the news from Oregon, con- 
tamed in the first two numbers of the 
Spectator, and a letter from my wife, 
yourself, Gen Lovejoy, Rev. H John- 
son, Col Lawrence Hall, and Eli Davis, 
besides two letters from California. I 
have not had time to hear whether the 
President or Departments have recerved 
any official information from the Oregon 
officers, ot not Upto the reception of 
this mail, none had ever been receivéd, 
which created some dissatisfaction in the 
Depaitments. Ihave uniformly said to 
them, that such must have been mare, 
but had, probably, been lost 1 hope our 
public officers wil] attend to these things, 
because official communications, coming 
from each branch of the territonal gov- 
ernment, explaining what is wanted in 
the several departments of the Territory, 
with a recommendation for the same, will 
have great weight, and add not a little to 
my efforts m our behalf. For instance, 
a commanteation from the Collector, lay- 
ing open the necessities of improvements 
at the mouth of the river, accompanied 
with detailed recommendations, would be 
laid before the committee on Commerce 
by the Secretary of the Treasury, and 
would have incalculable weight ın pro- 
suring the appropriations. Soa com- 
munication from the Governor, stating 
what the Territory needs, with the reas- 
ons why these needs should be attended 
to, would have hke weight. The same 
would hold true of the Judges, and all 
the balance of the officers.
